So far as the or- 
dinary person 
could judge there 
were no outward 
indications that 
the weather was 
about to switch 
from almost the 
warmth of early 
spring to the chill blasts of winter. 

At 7 a. m. the officially recorded 
temperature was 50 degrees and at 9 a. 
m. there had been a rise to 51 degrees. 

It had rained since midnight and rain 
was still falling in the early morning 
hours, but it was so warm one could 
ride In a street car without turning up 
his overcoat collar. 

The forecaster thought tne rain would 
turn to snow late this afternoon or to- 
night and that Sunday would be fair 
and colder, with strong winds from the 
north west. 

These conditions, according to the of- 
ficial forecast, will prevail all over Mis- 
souri and Illinois. 

A severe snow and sleet storm, ac- 
companied by a high northwest wind, 
Swept over Kansas today. At noon 
three to eight inches of snow cov- 
ered all except the southeastern por- 
tion of the State and the wind was 
drifting it badly. The snow was 
heaviest in the western portion 
where, in many places, wire com- 
munication was interrupted and the 
railroad were using snow plows. The 
storm extended west into Colorado 
and south into the Texas Panhandle, 
Oklahoma and New Mexico.

Texas Educator Fires Bullet Into

AUSTIN, Tex., Jan. 164.—Prof. Wilhelm 
Rittenhaus of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Texas, received a cablegrari 
during recitations yesterday, informing 
him that his two only brothers had been 
killed when fighting in the German army 
and that his mother had droppen dead 
when she received the news of their 

death. 

Prof. Rittenhaus seemed dazed By the 
tragic message. He left his class with 
hardy a nod of recognition to his pass 
ing friends and was not again seen 
alive. He killed himself on a hill over- 
looking the town by firing a bullet from 
a pistol into his brain.

Advance in Flour Also to Come 
in Scope of Investigation 
by Attorney General. 


LAW VIOLATIONS SOUGHT 


Federal District Attorneys Al- 
ready Have Been Inquiring 
Into Situation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—President 


Wilson today directed Attorney-General 


Gregory to investigate whether there 


had been any violations of law in the 
rise of prices of wheat and flour. 


The Department of Commerce proba- 
bly will be asked by the President to 
furnish information showing what de- 
gree of increase in exports of wheat 
and flour followed the outbreak of the 
war. Gregory has promised prompt 
prosecutions on any evidence that il- 
legal combinations have forced up the 
price of wheat and flour or other food 
products. One investigation now be- 
ing conducted in Chicago is being 
watched closely by the Department of 
Justice. 

United States district attorneys 
throughout the country are looking into 
the situation, under instructions. from 
the department, whien are issued by 
direction of President Wilson. Several 
resolutions relative to the increase in 
food prices are pending in committees 
of the House. It was understood today 
that there is no intention now to take 
them up. 

President Wilson had before him to- 
day the suggestion of Mrs. Julian 
Heath, president of the National House- 
wives’ League, that he order an en 
bargo on wheat exports from this coun- 
try should prices continue to rise. 


Wheat Drops 5 Cents in 15 Minutes 
in Chicago, Then Rallies. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 16.—Wheat dropped 
5 cents in the first minutes of to- 
day’s session of the Board of Trade on 
reports that a Congressional movement 
was on foot to prohibit exports. May 
wheat, which closed at $1.45 yesterday 

sold down to $1.40. 

For a brief time trading assumed an 
almost panicky aspect. A storm of stop- 
loss orders from ill- protected bulls 
came on the market and found the pit 
temporarily without buyers. At the ex- 
treme decline several of the larger 
houses began to purchase on a liberal 
scale. 

The result was a quick rally but only 
to about half the extent of the break. 
When comparative calm had been re- 
stored, the May option was steadving 
around 31.42½.

CONSIDERS STAGE OFFER 


Asserts Only Their Great Love 
Enabled Them to Remain To- 
gether as Long as They Have.

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—Philander Chase 
Knox Jr., son of the former Secretary 
of State and United States Senator, and 
his young wife, who before he eloped 
with her from Providence, R. I., ia 
March, 1910, was Miss May G. Boller, a 
shop girl, have separated. Both have 
left their little home in Charlestown, 
W. Va., and come to New York, Mrs. 
Knox for the purpose of beginning an 
action for separation and filling a the- 
atrical engagement, and young Knox 
for the purpose of inducing his wife to 
forgive and begin all over again. 

The path of romance has been a very 
thorny one for the young couple. It 
was while he was a student at the 
Morris Heights Preparatory School that 
young Knox met and fell in love with 
the auburn-haired salesgirl. After a 
whirlwind courtship they eloped and 
traveled vainly through three states be- 
fore they could find a clergyman to 
perform the marriage ceremony. Final- 
ly a minister in Burlington, Vt., united 
the runaways. 

Forgiveness at First Withheld, 

With his bride young Knox hurried 
to his father’s home in Washington for 
the parental blessing. But forgiveness 
was withheld and he was summarily 
told by his father that having married 
to suit his fancy he could get out and 
hustle for himself. 

Young Knox got a job selling automo- 
biles, but something must have gone 
wrong with the trade that year, because 
he soon turned to other lines of busi- 
ness. But they, too, failed to bring the 
success he sought. 

About this time the elder Mr. Knox, 
pleased with his son's endeavors, for- 
gave the young couple and took them 
to his handsome country, home at Val- 
ley Forge, Pa., to live. Last January 
young Knox sailed from New York 0 
Bermuda, leaving his wife in apart- 
ments they had been occupying in Phil- 
adelphia. Their residence, given to 
them by Knox’s father, has been closed 
and the furniture put in storage. 

In April announcement was made of a 
complete reconciliation, and the couple 
took up an abode in Charleston, W. Va., 
where they have lived until two weeks 
ago, when Mrs. Knox packed her be- 
longings and came to the Holland 
House, this city. Her husband arrived 
here the following day and since it has 
been a case Of hide and seek between 
them. 

Mrs. Knox, when found in a little 
apartment on Madison avenue last 
night, reluctantly admitted she had en- 
gaged counsel and was preparing to sue 
for separation. 

Says Separation Is “for Good.” 

“It is true that I have left Mr. 
Knox,” she said, and this tine it is for 
good. The whole cause of our trouble 
is money. Ever since our marriage my 
husband has been declaring he would 
go to work to support me, but he nevor 
did. We were entirely dependent on the 
generosity of,his parents for our sup- 
por“ and it was horribly humillating; 
I could not stand it. 

„My husband’s parents were kindness 
itself to me. They gave us a fairly 
good allowance, and Mrs. Knox provid- 
ed me with money for dresses. But Tip 
had no idea of the value of money. He 
was dreadfully extravagant; his foolish- 
ness in spending money annoyed is 
father. I dare say he grew tired of 
paying our bills, because just a year 
ago he cut off our allowance. 

“I left my husband, telling him if 
he could not work and support me like 
other men did their wives, I would not 
live with him. He begged me to re- 
turn, and I felt so unhappy that I con- 
sented. But it was the same old story. 
He promised to go to work arid cut out 
his extravagances, but as soon as I was 
back with him he took up the old life. 
Probably his parents blamed me, but it 
certainly was not my fault. 

“Last Sunday while I was sitting in 
the foyer of the Vanderbilt he passed 
directly in front of me without even 
seeing me. I am being shadowed by a 
score of detectives and why I cannot 
tell. 

“There was absolutely no other rea- 
son for my leaving my husband save 
that he would not work and I was 
forced to live on the bounty of his 
parents and be placed in humiliating po- 
sitions. I feel very kindly toward my 
husband’s family.“ 

Never Knew About Money. 

I soon learned that if I did not ac- 
company my husband on his escapades 
there were plenty of others who would. 
For the past year we have been living 
on the charity of his mother. We never 
knew from day to day whether we 
were going to get a large check or be 
without cash. No love can stand that 
sort of existence. If my husband and 
I hadn’t loved each other more than is 
usual, I don't think our marriage would 
have lasted as long as it did.

FORMER BANKER 
ARRESTED HERE ON 
EMBEZZLING COUNT 


James H. Belt of Bunker Hill, 
III., Held on New Indictment 
in Failure 18 Months Ago. 


James H. Belt, 49 vears old, formerly 
a banker at Bunker Hill, UL, was ar- 
rested at the Edison Hotel, Eighteenth 
anu Market streets, last night on an in- 
dictment charging him with embezzle- 


ment in connection with the failure of 
his private bank about 18 months ago. 
He was taken to <arlinville by Sheriff 
H. W. Knemoeller of Macoupin County 

Pelt was convicted a year ago on the 
same charge, when he was tried on one 
of 18 indictments that had been re- 
turned against him, and his punishmen: 
was fixed at two years in the peni- 
tentiary, but an appeal was taken an: 
he was released on bond. He was in 
Florida when the September grand jury 
returned another indictment against 
him. Sheriff Knemoeller kept it secret, 
expecting Belt to return to tais pert of 
the country. The Sheriff learned re- 
cently that Belt had come to St. Louis 
and at his request the former banker 
was arrested. 

Searched for Hidden Money. 

The failure of the Belt Bank at Bun- 
ker Hill caused great excitement and 
bitterness. Belt was believed to have 
secreted funds. A rumor gained cir- 
culation that he had hidden a large 
sum in the family vault in the Bun- 
ker Hill cemetery. One night the vault 
was broken into by persons who were 
believed to have been some of the 
bank’s depositors. The identity of these 
has not been made known, but it hag 
been the understanding in the ‘com- 
munity that nothing was found. 

Belt’s family was the most prominent 
in Bunker Hill. His father was the 
founder of the bank and Belt was asso- 
ciated with him in the bank for many 
years prior to his death six years ago. 
It has been the belief in Bunker Hill 
that the elder Belt died from a broken 
heart on account of an impending loss 
of his fortune. After his death his son 
took charge of the bank. Rumors that 
the bank’s funds were being misappro- 
priated led to a run and it closed. The 
losses to depositors were between $60,000 
and $70,000. 

18 Indictments Returned. 

Feeling ran high againt Belt and the 
18 indictments resulted. In them all 
he was charged with receiving deposits 

after he knew the bank was insolvent. 

After his conviction bond wag fur- 
nished for him by a Bunker Hill Wom. 
an. She died a few days ago. Belt's 
bond in the present case is $1000, which 
he expected his lawyers to obtain for 
him

Order Has Been Placed in East St. Louis and 
Deliveries Will Be 200 a Day No 
White Ones Wanted. 


An order for 8000 ca valry and artillery 
horses for the Italian Government has 
been placed with the Holland-Nugent- 
Maxwell Bros. Co. of the National 
Stockyards in East St. Louis, T. H. Hol- 
land, a member of the firm, said today. 

Richard Weger, a horse inspector em- 
ployed by the Commissary Department 
of the Italian Army, has arrived in East 
St. Louis to begin looking over the 
horses. Several Italian army officers 
will arrive in St. Louis tomorrow and 
will stop at the Hotel Jefferson, where 
the British and French army officers 
have made headquarters since they be- 
gan buying large numbers of horses for 
army purposes. 

It was estimated by East St. Louls 
stock dealers that the British and 
French Governments have purchased 
about 46,000 horses at the Nast St. Louis 

yards since the war began.

The contract with the Italian Gov- 
ernment stipulates that the horses shall 
be purchased at a uniform price, but 
Holland would not sive the exact 
figures. The British and French Gov- 
ernments have been paying from $140 
to $170 each for horses. 

The East St. Louis firm will begin 
delivering horses Monday, and will 
turn over an average of 200 a day to 
the Italian representatives until the or- 
der is filled. No gray horses will be 
accepted, as they are too Gonepicupus 
on battlefields.

“The Germans,“ the correspondent 
says, “had moved a great mass of 
men against this spot on the British 
front. Mud helped the thin British line 
to hold, but the honors were barely 
even until the Canadian regiment hur- 
ried up from the rear. 

“Suddenly there was heard a roar of 
voices and a long line of slouch-hatted 
men with fixed bayonets rushed for- 
ward with the battle cry, ‘For Canada 
and old England!’ 

The Germans broke before the 
charge, which carried everything be- 
fore it. Trench after trench was taken 
and the Canadians did not stop until 
the Germans brought up their artillery.

Testimony of neighbors was that 
Sprouse and his wife boarded a street 
ear for St. Louis between 6 and 7 p. 
m. Oct. 31, without baggage, 

Testifying in his own defense, Sprouse 
said he and his wife left home that 
night about 7:40 p. m. and that his wife 
carried a grip and a bundle. 

Yells of Seeing Couple on Farm. 

Lawson Weidman, a tenant on the 
farm where Mrs. Sprouse’s body was 
found, testified that on the night of 
Oct. 31 about 8:30 p. m. he was hunting 
rabbits in the moonlight when he saw 
aman and a woman walking together. 
A few minutes later, he said, he heard 
a cry which at the time he took to be 
that of a calf. He imitated the cry for 
the jury. Later, he said, he saw a man 
running away. He positively identified 
Sprouse as the man and also identified 
Mrs. Sprouse’s clothing as that worn 
by the woman he saw with the man. 

Counsel for the defense did not deny 
that the body found on the Sale farm 
was that of Mrs. Sprouse. 


After the verdict was returned it was 


said that on several, ballots the jury 
had stood seven for life imprisonment 
and five for death. The jury deliberat- 
ed 10 hours. 

Sprouse is the first person sentenced 
to death in St. Louis County since the 
conviction of F. Seymour (Lord) Bar- 
rington in 1904, on a charge of murder- 
ing James P. McCann.

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—The legal con- 
test over the estate of Mme. Lilian 
Nordica grows in bittcrness. Charges 
and counter-charges are being made in 
open court and outside by lawyers rep- 
resenting George W. Young, husband 
of the singer, and Robert 8. Baldwin, 
a nephew, each of whom claim to pos- 
sess the diva’s last will. The strik- 


ing developments are listed below in 
the order of their importance: 

Bainbridge Colby of counsel to Young 
asserted in the Supreme Court that the 
“Nordica letters“ filed in the County 
Clerk's office by Baldwin and pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, 
are “scandalous, concocted and, I be- 
lieve, fraudulent.” 

Young filed an affidavit with the 
Clerk in Part 1, Supreme Court, stat- 
ing that his married life with Nordica 
wae always one of affection and 
trust.“ With the affidavit are letters 
Young says his wife wrote to him, 
which bear approximately the dates of 
the letters filed by Baldwin. These let- 
ters are couched in affectionate terms. 

Colby charged in court that one of 
the attorneys for the plaintiff (Baldwin, 
has stooped to play the role of spotter 
ar’ detective.“ Young’s affidavit re- 
peats this accusation, and charged Bald- 
wn and his attorney, Walter W. 
Wectall, with conspiring to poison his 
wife’s mind against him. Westall is 
accused of having had instructions from 
Baldwin to watch Young, follow him 
and to spy on his movements. 


Young te Be Questioned. 

Young appeared before Surrogate 
Cohalan, and was sworn as a witness 
on a motion to compel him to submit 
to examination regarding his dealings 
as his wife’s financial agent. The ex- 
amination was postponed indefinitely, 
the date of it to be fixed by counsel. 
Justice Lehman, after heated argu- 
ment, between Colby and Richmond 
Weed. counsel for Leslie J. Tompkins 
temporary administrator of the estate. 
‘took under advisement a motion to 
strike from the records as scandalous 
the letters filed by Baldwin, and also 
a motion for an injunotion to restrain 
Young from further in his 
attempt to have Nordica’s first will pro- 
bated ‘in New Jersey. 

Prefacing the introduction in his affi. 
@avit of letters written to him by Mme 
Nordica, Young states it is a matter 
of great reluctance on my part to set 
forth in a proceeding at jaw the letters 
written to me by my wife.“ 

June 7, 1918, the day preceding the 
date borne by one of the letters filed 
by Baldwin, Young says he recetved 
from Mme. Nordica a letter which 
closed with the words: 

“Thinking of you at Deal, and 
wishing you all good luck and cheer, 
siways know that I love you, 
George, ever, LILLI®.” 
Ten days later, when Mme. Nordica 

was in San Francisco, Young says that 
he received the following letter from 
her: 

“My dearest George—On your 
birthday you will get the acaponi- 
panying package. Alas! Only old 
things which already belong to you. 
Still, I send them to you, only wish- 
ing it was something far more fit- 
ting the sweet day of your birth. 
May you live another 49 years, but 
“without a care or worry, only 
health, love, peace and prosperity.

Young alleges Mme. Nordica never 
intended, “as stated in the moving pa- 
pers, to desert him. 

Regarding one of Bald win's attorneys, 
Young’s affidavit reads: 

J allege that the plaintiff has been 
for some months engaged in a conspir- 
acy with his attorney, Walter W. West- 
hall, to poison my wife’s mind against 
me. Mr. Westhall has had instructions 
from Robert S. Baldwin to watch me, 
to follow me and to spy ow upon 
my movements. 

Young then says he has a letter, writ- 
ten by Westall, to Baldwin, dated July 
2 1913, which was forwarded to Mme. 


Nordica, “addressed In an envelope of 


the Pearson Engineering Corporation 
Led., with which company Baldwin is 
connected. The envelope bears a re- 
quest to return in five days to R. 8. 
Baldwin at the address of the said Pear- 
gon Engineering Corporation, at 115 
Broadway, New York City.” 

Bainbridge Colby read to a reporter 
extracts taken, he said, from this let- 
ter, which is a report on the doings of 
Young. 

Denies He Was in Debt te Her. 

Contradicting the claim made by Bald- 
win that Young was indebted to his 
wife, the banker quotes in his affidavit 
from a letter he says Mme Nordica 
wrote him from Tasmania, Oct. 26, 19138: 


“You are always in my thoughts 
and I think only of you, to wish you 
every joy and satisfaction and hap- 
piness. We are all doing our utmost. 

I am gorry to have to draw upon 

you, and I trust I shall soon be able 

to catch up.“ 

Young then explains that his wife's 
concert tour was a disastrous one 
financially, that he remitted funds to 
her at various points and aaserts: It 
was by means of my financial aid alone 
that she was able from time to time to 
resume her tour.“ 

When lawyers for the two men most 
interested in the will contest appeared 
before Justice Lehman in the Supreme 
Court, the Justice said he was uncer- 
tain that hie court had jurisdiction and 
called on Weed to prove that such juris- 
diction rested with him, .Weed partially 
established that point by alleging that 
Mme. Nordica left property in this city. 

Colby, in opposing the motions, argued 
that the letters filed by Baldwin were 
introduced in efforts to prove Mme. 
Nordica was a resident of New York, 
whereas they tended to indicate that 
possibly she wished to live in London 
Colby then swung into his attack on 
“one of the plaintiffs attorneys, but 
he was cut short by Justice Lehman. 

After protracted argument, Justice 
Lehman promised to take the matter 
under advisement, stating that evidence 
that Mme. Nordica was a resident of 
New York would have to be “pretty 
convincing” in order to justify him in 
granting an injunction against further 
proceedings in New Jersey.

So far 
as possible, the Federal Government should push 
its public construction works of every kind 
through the winter, giving employment to every 
worker whom it can use without waste of public 
funds.

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“BIG IN HIS ART 


Soldier-Violinist Deeply Moving 
Figure as Soloist of Sym- 
phony Orchestra Concert. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
HE European war is a sinister 
ty tragedy, indeed, if Fritz Kreis- 
ler’s case is a fair example of its 
power to blight and sadden the souls 
of even its most ardent young fighting- 
men. 

This great-hearted violinist, the solo 
figure of yesterday afternoon’s Sym- 
phony Orchestra concert at the Odeon, 
which will be repeated this evening, 
now is pitiful to lgok at. 

It is not merely that he still ie weak 
from the wound made by a Cossack 
lance thrust, which left him with a 
slight limp when he essays to walk 
quickly, nor that the hardships of 
night-and-day service on the firing line 
have placed their mark upon him. 

These are purely physical hurts, above 
which a man’s spirit gallantly may rise. 
But it is Fritz Kreisler’s spirit that 
seems to have been most grievously 
stricken. 

The light has gone from his face. His 
eyes are without luster. The set of his 
mouth is hopelessly mournful.” The 
proud uplift of his head, once so notice- 
able, no longer is in evidence. A pro- 
found dejection claims him. The joy 
of living, which only a year ago 80 
glowingly was his, seems to have been 
quenched. 

I have never contemplated a more 
piteous real-life embodiment ‘of trag- 
edy. As he stood with bowed head be- 
fore the big Odeon audience which wel- 
comed him, I think Fritz Kreisler, be- 
cause of his changed aspect, struck 
each soul with a shock of what would 
have been horror but for the deep com- 
passion that went with it. 


His bearing, it seemed to me, in- 
fluenced the audience’s greeting of him. 
It seemed no time for joyous acclaim, 
nor even for prideful approval of the 
brave promptness with which he joined 
the Austrian colors when the European 
‘war began—the war from which he now 
returns to us so broken and so sad. The 
applause that met him when first he 
emerged upon the Odeon stage never 
reached the point of glad enthusiasm. 
Nor did it long continue. Kreisler's 
own melancholy forbade it. 


He has always been so splendidly 
vital. 

Now he seems so incredibly benumbed. 

It is amazing. Yet now and then 
and very curiously—into his somber face 
there comes a sullen smoldering of an- 
ger. A psychologist might define it as 
the aftermath of battle—an emotional 
reflex. It is to be seen but for a 
flash of time. And then the leaden- 
gray pallor of Fritz Kreisler’s skin re- 
turns and his eyes again become trance- 
Jjke in the sorrowful stare with which 
he looks out across the footlights. 

He is not posing. The stamp of an 
utter and very moving sincerity is all 
cver him. It is heart-breaking. Europe 
has sent us a quite dreadful accusing 
witness in the great cause of Civiliza- 
tion versus the War Makers. This black- 
clad, black-scarfed, broken Fritz Kreis- 
ler, now again singing to us through 
the voice of his beloved fiddle and 
pluckily trying to smile when we ap- 
plaud his singing—O, the pity of it! 

But. he is still the artist—more than 
ever the artist, perhaps, since it is one 
of Life's ironies that those who are 
born to enrich Life greatly, first must 
suffer Life greatly. It is a bitter price 
to pay, but no one whd now sees Fritz 
Kreisler can doubt that he has paid 
the price. 

He played valiantly and greatly yes- 
terday afternoon. Inevitably, his truest 
uttérance, as now he stands under the 
shadow of the War Curse, is heard in 
his sounding of the note of sorrow. 

There was something infinitely touch- 
ing in his playing of the exquisite can- 
zonetta, the second movement of his 
one program number, Tschaikowsky's 
“Concerto for Violin, Op. 35.” with its 
poignant andante, thrilled through and 
through with the deep racial melancholy 
of ita Russian composer. 

Again, too, he struck directly upon 
one’s soul with the occasional purely 
pensive song of his own romanza, the 
sole encore granted in response to ap- 
plause not long sustained. 

And then once more Fritz Kreisler 
stood with bowed head, unspeakably 
worn and wasted of spirit—and a mo- 
ment later he limped from the Odeon 
stage, bowing and pluckily trying to 
smile. 

The orchestra under Max Zach’s con- 
ductorship was heard in an uncommonly 
satisfying interpretation of Richard 
Strauss’ “Symphony in F Minor’ and 
atmospheric presentation of

“DRIFT AND MASTERY.” 
+ ‘Drift 


ALTER LIPPMANN, in 

W and Mastery, has grouped dis 

cussions of all the more itn 
portant problems of American political, 
social and economic life, in an attempt 
to diagnose the current unrest. He has 
sucoeeded pretty well in Usting the 
symptoms. If the diagnosis arrived at 
is not as clear as the symptoms are 
convincing, it may be because Mr. Lipp- 
mann is a young and rather too eager 
practitioner, more precocious than pro- 
found. 

It is somewhat to be feared that Mr. 
Lippmann is falling into the error of 
over-fecundity. It is only a little while 
since his “Preface to i‘clitics came 
from the publisher. It was found to be 
an extremely readable, markable and 
quotable book, revealing unusual g¢raap 
and penetration as woll as grace, fa- 
ellity and forcefulness of expression. 
And now comes “Drift and Mastery“ 
and one finds that it contains somewhat 
more drift than maste:y. There is the 
Same grace and facility and forcafainess 
and epigrammatic aptness, but rather 
less of the grasp and penetration. There 
are indeed somé of the symproms of in- 
digestion’ which are to be looked fcr 
when a writer on gravs subjects bring 
out one book closely ci the ‘eels of 
another. 

Even at that, however, “Drift and 
Mastery“ is only a little less remark- 
able than “A Preface to Politics,” 
which was quite a remarkable book. In 
other words, it is on!; by comparison 
with his greater work that Lippmann's 
present work may seem to some to he 
lacking to some degree. It is brilliané, 
but its brilliance does not entirely com- 
pensate for a certain immaturity. There 
is some sacrifice of susta'ned lucidity 
in the achievement of the scintillating 
quality in which the boox undeniably 
abounds. 

This qualified criticism applies least to 
the earlier portions of the book. There 
is adequacy in the autnor's tracing of 
the practices which obtain sanction in 
business and the sam- practices which 
are visited with censure when they ap- 
pear in politics. And there is sureness 
in his analysis of President Wilson's 
back-to-little-business proposals, which 
he regards with distaver. His cwn 
remedy for the ills of business orgén- 
ization, in so far as he admits that 
there are such ills, is more perfect or- 
ganization. 

Mastery, he contends, is to be achieved 
by looking forward instea.l of back- 
ward, by substituting purpore for tra- 
dition. We can no longer,“ le says, 
treat life as something that bas tric- 
kled down to us. We have to deal with 
it deliberately, devise its social organisa- 
tion, alter its tools, formulate its meti:- 
od, educate and contro’ it. In endless 
ways we put intention where custom 
has reigned. We break up routines, 
make decisions, choose our ends. 2. 5992 
means. 

Lippmann’s effort, as he phrases it, 
is to arrive at some sense of what de- 
mocracy implies. He begins with the ob- 
vious drift of the: time and gropes for 
the conditions of mastery. He has 
tried, he says, to enter the American 
problem at a few significant points in 
order to trace a little of the immense 
suggestion that radiates. from thom. 
He hopes that the book will leave the 
reader, as it does him, wich as nge of 
the varied talents’ and opportunities, 
power, and orrcavizations. tant may 
eontripate to a conscious revolution. 
Lippmann isa frank iconoclas: and 
scolds some, as iconoclasis will, and he 
is not as constructive as he migit ha 
if he reveled less in denunciation. B
